Tue “Avapama’’ Craims.—The English gov- 
ernment has agreed to Mr. Motley’s suggestions 
to redpen the discussion of our differences, to 
transter the negotia ions to Washington, and to 
include the general question of the neutrality of 


the seas. That the matter will be settled, and 


‘substantially upoa the grounds so generally taken 


by the American people, and expressed by Mr. 
Sumner, we have no doubt. The error of Eng- 
land in the ‘‘Alabama” case will be openly ad- 
mitted, or at least tacitly confessed, in the estab- 
lishment of the new principal of international 
maritime law proposed in the neutrality of the 
seas. 


Conxoress.—This body has been principally oc- 
cupied in acting upon the Georgia case and the 
confirmation of nominations to public office. The 
Georgia debate was an able one in both branches. 
The Democrats occupied a large share of the dis- 
cussion. They appear to be nearly if not quite 
as strong in ability in the Senate, and much 
stronger in the House, than in the last Congress. 
The Georgia bill was passed, finally, by a more 
than two-thirds vote in both Houses. We sum- 
marize its provisions elsewhere. Messrs. Butler 
and Bingham had a tilt in the debate, Bingham 
being, as he is too apt to be, crotchety, and Butler 
getting decidedly the advantage of him, both in 
sharp sparring and in carrying his point with the 
House.

A RECEPTION aT THE SARGENTS’.—A female | 
correspondent of the Philadelphia Press writes 
graphically and in an entertaining manner of the 
reception given to Wm. H. Channing at the resi- 
dence of Mr. and Mrs. Jokn T. Sargent, on Dec.

Enmities grew upon him as a result 
But, in the view of the grandeur of his character, 
many of these have faded out, and more will, as 
time softens recollection. History will certainly 
do the great War Secretary justice; but we trust 
that he may not need to await the verdict of any 
later generation than our own for a fit acknowl 
edgment of his magnificent services. 


The above article was in type when the sad 
and startling intelligence of the sudden death of 
Secretary Stanton was received. This event con- 
verts it into a eulogy of the dead, in place of com- 
mendation of the living. The loss of Secretary 
Stanton is a national bereavement of no ordinary 
pr jo tions, and is especially a misfortune now, 
when the opportunity for new usefulness was so 
immediately before him. Its entire unexpected- 
ness will prove a shock to the nation, and will 
call out manifestations of grief from loyal hearts 
such as have not been witnessed since the death 
of the good President whose chief strength and 
supporter the great Secretary had been. 


Jcpee Hoar.—The opposition to the confirm- 
ation of this gentieman as a Judge of the Supreme 


and genuine radical—not a radical partisan, for 
it is not in his nature to yield his individuality to 
the claims of any men or of any organization; but 
a radical in his faith in and devotion to the more 
advanced ideas on which the Republican party 
has acted in its opposition to slavery and on the 
issues growing out of the war. He would bring 
the best intelligence and the highest character to 
the bench, and we are confident would prove em- 
inently useful there.

He has his peculiarities, 
and they are as well understood here as else- 
where; but Massachusetts people have full con- 
fidence in him, and the desire is almost univer- 
sal among them that he be confirmed for the po- 
sition to which the President has nominated him.

al rejection of the nomination, have been re- | 


ceived. The ostensible reason for this is placed, 
to a considerable extent, on the ground of locality. 
The real explanation is to be found elsewhere. 
The Judge has been killed by the favoritism ex- 
pressed towards him of a class of people whose 
advocacy is always fatal. The support he has ‘had 
from the New York Nation, for instance, and the 
offensive comparisons which were made between 
himself and Secretary Boutwell, by Mr. Henry 
Brooks Adams, in the North American Review, 
have done him very great harm. The attempt in 
these and kindred sources to exalt Judge Hoar 
above men of equal purity of character and of in- 
tention, and of greater experience in public life, 
has operated greatly to his disadvantage in more 
than one way. The Nation has shown in this in- 
stance the full extent of its potency, which con- 
sists in accomplishing the slaughter of those 
whom it desires to aid. 





Tue Georcia Case.—The House of Repre- 
sentatives have concurred with the Senate in 
adopting the recommendation of the President as 
regards the reconstruction of Georgia. The vote 
in the former body was more than two to one, but 
three Republicans voting in the negative. 

The new bill provides for the reissembling of 
the old Legislature elected in 1868, when each 
member shall be required to subscribe to one of 
two oaths, to the effect that the said member 
never held any office or served in any military or 
naval capacity under the government of the 
United States, and afterwards rendered voluntary 
aid in any manner to its enemies; or, if he did, 
that he has been relieved of such disability by act 
of Congress. Second, that any person claiming 
to be elected who shall falsely take either of said 
oaths skall be deemed guilty of perjury, and 
suffer the penalties thereof. It is enacted further, 
that if any person shail, by force, violence or 
fraud, wilfully hinder or interrupt any person or 
persons electe‘ as aforesaid from taking either of 
the oaths or affirmations prescribed by this act, or 
from participating in the proceedings of said Sen- 
ate ur House of Representatives, after having 
taken one of said oaths or affirmations, and other- 
wise complied with this act, he shall be deemed 
guilty of a felony, and may be tried, convicted 


and punished therefor by fine and imprisonment. 
Also that the exclusion of any person or persons 
elected as aforesaid, and being otherwise qualified, 
from participation in the proceedings of said Sen- 
ate or House of Representatives upon the ground 
of race, color or previous condition of servitude, 
would be illegal and revolutionary, and is pro- 
hibited. The bill also provides for the military 
protection necessary to enforce and execute the 
act, and the concluding section requires that the 
Legislature shall ratify the Fifteenth Amendment 
proposed to the constitution of the United States 
before Senators and Representatives from Georgia 
are admitted to seats in Congress. 


This is excellent, and, though put through with 


a haste to which exception under other circum- 
stances might perhaps have been taken, it is not 
likely to operate any injustice as matters now 


are. The objections to the measure were the o!d 
objections made in the interest of a rebellious 
population whom the war had conquered, and 
who were entitled to no sympathy in the recusan- 
cy that they continued to exhibit. The act con- 
fesses a failure in the Congressional reconstruc- 
tion policy as it operates on Georgia—a failure to 
which we have been and are perhaps still liable 
in more of the Southern States. This grows out 
of obvious defects in that policy, which were 
pointed out when it was considered, by Mr. Sum- 
ner, and which almost everybody now recognizes. 
The proposition to remand the States to a territo- 
rial form of government was the statesmanlike 
treatment, and it isa misfortune that it did not 
prevail. It is fortunate, in the present case, that 
the cluven foot was made apparent before the pow- 
er to deal with its manifestations had passed away 
from the government, and especially fortunate 
that we have had both an Executive and a Con- 
gress so prompt to act in counteracting its mis- 
chiefs. The colored men in Georgia will now be 
vindicated and sustained in their rights, and the 
rebels who outraged them will be remanded to 
the back seats where they belong, or the State 
will be left without a representation in the Gener" 
al Government for the period while this adminis- 
tration is in power at least. And the lesson 
taught Georgia will not be unheeded in other por- 
tions of the South, which receives from this a 
turcible and needed reminder that !oyal men are 
again in power in all branches of the government 
of the nation.

THE STILL VACANT JUDGESHIP. 
The final decision in Mr. Hodar's case is the 
town-talk. The Senatorial hostility to him 
cropped out rather suddenly and unexpectedly 
to me, and to people generally, too, think. It 
is true some prominent Senators complained, last 
spring, of his lack of the suaviter in modo, and it 
was commonly believed among outsiders that he 
Was something unnecessarily curt and brusque in 
his interviews with both strangers and acquaint- 
ances. But hardly anybody, I think, anticipated 
that complaints of this kind would ripen into the 
formidable opposition which recently developed 
itself.

But the excuse 
in his case was that the wearying and distracting | 
cares and responsibilities of the gigantic military | 
conflict then raging, with its multiform political 
complications and pernlexities, were enough to 
disturb the equipoise of the most tranquil and 
affable. 
In addition, however, to the personal objections , 
against Mr. Hoar, I am told here that some were | 
opposed to his further advancement partly because _ 
of the manner in which they say his appointment 
to the Attorney-Generalship was brought about.

And it is 
openly alleged that he has obtained a favorable 
decision on some pecuniary claims upon the gov- 
ernment, which the accounting officers of the fis- 
cal department had adjudicated adversely—one 
of them a newspaper claim, involving a large 
amount, the successful issue of which ensures 
Mr. Evarts a round fee. Such is the talk of the 
hotel reading-rooms, and the corridors and gal- 
leries of the capitol. I know nothing positively 
as to the facts in the premises—I merely give you 
the gossip as I find it afloat. I do not myself be- 
lieve for an instant that there is any venality 
chargeable to Mr. Hoar. Any decision which he 
may have made, I have not the slightest doubt, 
has been made conscientiously, upon the merits 
of the case; and the fact, if it be such, that it 
enured to the personal benefit of any one in par- 
ticular, was a mere coincidence. Even those who 
think him deficient in the silky softness of first- 
class courtesy and amenity, consider him never- 
| theless to be a very able and very honest man.

BUTLER ON COx. 

The throng in the galleries enjoyed the keen 
retorts of Gen. Butler to the attempts at sharp- 
hitting made by Sunset Cox, in the house, on 
Tuesday. One in particular was greeted with 
much merriment, and has been related by hun- 
dreds who heard it, as the best and sharpest thing 
of the season. It was where Cox, in arguing 
against the Georgia bill, said that Georgia, in fixing 
the conditions of suffrage or eligibility to office, 
by which some were excluded on account of col. 
or, did no more in the exercise of state-rights 
than Gen. Butler’s State of Massachusetts did 
when she excluded from the ballot-box those who 
‘could not read or write. Could anything exceed 
the aptness and wit of Butler’s reply, that it was 
true Massachusetts required that voters should 
be able to read and write, and it would have been 
a good thing if New York had established the same 
restriction, for in that case the gentleman himself 
(Mr. Cox) wouldn’t have been elected! 

THE CIVIL SERVICE. 

Three separate propositions relative to the Civil 
Service of the Government have been submitted 
to Congress this week—one by Senator Schurz, 
of Missouri, and one each by Representatives 
Hay, of Illinois, and Dewees, of North Carolina. 

That of Mr. Schurz proposes that civil appoint- 
ments generally be made for the term of eight 
years. Some wouldn’t object to having it extend- 
ed to sixteen. Messrs. Hay and Dewees aim 
principally at an equal distribution of the govern- 
ment patronage throughout the several States and 
Territories.

The New England Female Medical College 
propose to erect a new building near the city hos- 
pital as soon as the requisite funds are obtained. 
From a circular in the interest of the institution 
it appears that this college was opened in 1848, 
and that seventy-four women have been through 
the three years’ course and taken medical degrees. 
More than two hundred other women have at- 
tended a partial course, most of them nurses of 
the sick, the education of nurses being one of the 
objects of the institution, as specified in its charter.
